Some Glimpses of Life There—WageE— 
Labor—T rlals-Island Plante. 
—The Maul Express. 


|HE BEST VARIETY ANI

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Lalph Turner, a young mechanic well 
known in this city, is at present in the 
Sandwich Ielands, where he went iu June 
last. 
lie is an intelligently observant 
man, and from letters to friends here ex­ 
tracts have been made that form interest­ 
ing readiDg matter, though not written 
with any idea that they wonld find their 
way into print. 
In a letter from W ailuku Maui, written 
August 23d, he giveB a graphic description 
of the voyage out and the scenery on the 
Hawaiian coast and in Kahului Bay, where 
the vessel 
anchored, a brig belonging 
to Spreckels, 
the great 
sugar specu- 
ator of San Francisco : 
“ There is a little 
wharf that runs about 200 feet out into the 
bay, a long warehouse, two storehouses 
built of corrngated iron, for storing sugar 
owned by Spreckels, two restaurants run 
by Chinamen, and a dozen or more houses. 
This is Kahului. 
A little narrow-gauge 
railroad connects Spreckelsville, four miles 
distant, with \\ aiiuku, nine miles away. 
Two pocket edit ons of locomotives, made 
by the Baldwin Company, bring the cars, 
loaded with sugar, from the mills to the 
warehouses. 
There are three lohala trees 
at Kahului—a kind of palin, with a wood 
that 
resembles 
the 
cocoa—bearing a 
soft, 
spongy 
fruit 
about 
as 
large 
as a canteloupe, but it is not eatable, and 
these are the only trees at the place. 
Was 
I disappointed with this first glimpse of 
the Sandwich Islands? N o ; not exactly, 
for I was prepared to make due allowance 
for the exaggerations of travelers. 
Still I 
thought of W ordsworth’s experience, * and 
this is Yarrow? this the stream ,’ etc. 


ALL THE WATER 
Used at Kahului is brought from W ailuku 
in iron tanks, that being the nearest point 
where fresh water is found. Mr. Spreckels 
was boring an artesian well at Kahulai, but 
at a depth of 150 feet the drills were found 
to be in coral, and the work was abandoned. 
On 
landing 
we 
were 
required 
to 
pay 
S2 
per 
capita 
for 
hospital 
dues.” 
Turner 
rested 
a 
few 
days 
on board the brig as the guest of its 
Captain, a compliment he thoroughly ap­ 
preciated, and agreed with the Spreckels 
Superintendent to go to work on the Gth of 
July. 
“ On the 4th of July there was to be a 
grand celebration of the anniversary of 
American independence at Waikapu, a lit­ 
tle village six miles southeast of Kahului, 
consisting of horse-racing, athletic sports, 
and a grand final dance by the natives— 
the ‘hulahula.’ 
Everybody was going, the 
Captain, first mate and half of the crew of 
the brig John D. Spreckels, the foreign and 
native residents of Kahului, ditto from all 
the villages on the W est M&ni. 
Would I 
go? Of course, and the train took me 
also. 
It was 
to 
leave 
at 9 A. 
M., 
and 
was 
composed of a 
dozen 
min­ 
iature 
fiat cars 
coupled 
to 
a 
locomo­ 
tive that looked like a child’s plaything. 
A few rough benches were placed kiogth- 
wise on the cars. 
This constitute! the 
Maui express, and is owned by a Captain 
Hoborn. 
It was to convey us—pleasure 
seekers—to Wailuku at a royal per head. 
It was a motley gathering that urowded 
upon the cars that morning in July» There 
were 
Kanakas. South 
Sea 
Islanders, 
Chinese, half-whites, negroes, and whites 
from Ireland to the autipodes. 
They were 
clad iu every conceivable style of dress, 
and of every ^hade and color. 


THERE WERE PRETTY CIR1É, 
Half-whites, with the cunningest of feet, 
and they dangled them over tho jides of 
the cars, iu order to give other people a 
chance to sit down. It was a free and easy 
crowd. 
The waheenes have a penchant for 
the ‘howles’ (whites). After w* ting for 
nearly two hours under a cloudless sky, 
packed as closely as herrings in a box, the 
train started. 
I had secured a se»t on the 
fiat car next to the locomotive, but it was 
a mistake for which I was soon sorry, as 
the grease and soot from the engine was 
showered upon all on that car. 
N ext to 
me Bat a pretty little woman, wife of the 
Collector of the Customs, with a ilaxen- 
h»ired babe on her lap. Both were dressed 
iu light fabrics, and before the train bad 
gone 100 yardB they were streaked with 
black grease from the cylinders of the loco­ 
motive, and the baby’s face was (.'«smirched 
so that it looked like a Comanche papoose 
in war paint. 
There is a little grade on 
the railroad about half way between Ka­ 
hului and W ailuku, and when we reached 
it the engine came to a standstill, and we 
were told it was not able to pull the train 
any farther. 
Accordingly all but three of 
the cars were uncoupled, and as the brake- 
men had thoughtfully boarded the front 
section of the train, the uncoupled cars 
started toward Kahului, and at a much 
greater rate of speed than that they had 
when coming from there. 
Then ensued a 
scene that would have 


DELWHTEP A HOGARTH, 
The passengers on the runaway cars, dis­ 
covering that they were going in the wrong 
direction, commenced taking flying leaps 
in the air. 
There were fleeting though 
entrancing visions of shapely ankles and 
graceful limbs, some of nature’s own dusky 
brown, some encased in particolored stock­ 
ings—old and yoang, men and women, 
whites and blacks, all rolling and tumbling 
down the hillside, and reaching the foot of 
the grade in an indiscriminate mass of 
struggling hnmanity, and extricating them­ 
selves as best they could, and starting on a 
run for the train, enlivening the way en 
route with choice and original impreca­ 
tions. 
Our part of 
tho train 
in the 
meanwhile was traveling toward Wailuku 
with 
the 
angry excursionists 
in 
full 
pursuit. 
One 
old 
Kanaka 
woman, 
while leaning over the side of the car en­ 
couraging a young female who was making 
kangaroo leaps to catch the fleeing cars, 
lost her balance and toppled backward, to 
the ruin of her bonnet and head gear, for 
as she alighted on the wrong end, she 
‘squashed’ her finery so effectually as to 
utterly obliterate all hope of restoration. 
When she picked herself up, however, she 
d;d not notice that her bonnet remained on 
the ground where she struck in her fall, 
but bareheaded, dishevelled, dusty and 
inad, she began to trot after the train, 
which she reached just as the young wom­ 
an had succeeded in clambering upon a car 
and landing in a Chinaman’s lap. 
As she 
did so, she called the old lady’s attention 
to the absence of her bonnet, wbcrcupoa 
that ancient femáis clapped her hand to 
her head, and with imprecations that ex­ 
pressed whole volumes 
of 
wrath, she 
began to retrace her steps. 
She secured 
her headgear and regained the train, after 
a lively chase, just as we came in sight of 
onr place of destination. 
This is but one 
of many amusing Incidents of the trip, that 
were numerous enough to fill a goodly vol­ 
ume. 
The depot at W ailuku is a rough 
board shed, with a raised freight platform. 
The first thing that attracted my attention 
was a sign with letters of all contrasting 
proportions, ‘ Hale Iuuku By Sing H ah.’ 
I had learned a few words oi Kanaka from 
the Captain of the brig on the voyage out, 
and so I made for the tea and coffee house, 
and got a enp of tea and some coffee cakes 
for one royal—a copper coin issued by the 
owner of the railway and passing current 
on the island for 12J cents. 
This brief 
sketch may give you some faint idea of the 
people and means of transportation. 
As 
to W ailuku and the celebration, it would 
hardly prove interesting to Bpeak. 
I pre­ 
ferred to take a stroll in a canyon near by, 
it looked so cool and inviting, and in half 
an hour I was eating mangoes and ba­ 
nanas with a Portuguese who owns a 
few taro patches 
beside the W ailuku 
river. 
I passed the afternoon at his place. 
In the evening I returned to W ailuku, and 
secured as good a meal of a Chinaman, who 
has a restaurant there, tor 25 cents as I 
could get in California for $1. 
The next 
day I gave up my quarters on the brig, as 
I was to report to a Mr, Dolan, who was 
superintending the construction of aflame 
to convey water from Waihu, a little town 
in the East Maui, to Spreckel’s plantation, 
seven miles distant. 
I was to receive 83 
per day and board and lodging. 
I went to 
work there, and have had good health, and 
thns far have not regretted the vcntnre, 
though there are a thousand things to con­ 
tend with in this semi-barbarous land one 
never meets with in a fully civilized com­ 
munity. ” 
On the 24th of September Mr. Turner 
writes from Honolulu, and says: “ There 
ia a scarcity of skilled labor on these 
islands, and a plenitude of work, and there 
ia likely to be for some time to some.

There are 
many beautifnl vines and flowers here that 
I think will grow in California, and be­ 
fore spring I will send you seeds of 
several 
varieties. 
There 
is 
a 
most 
beautiful vine, or shrub (for under different 
conditions it assumes both forms), that is 
here grown for hedges. 
The flowers that 
it bears are parti-colored—red, blue, white 
and orange. 
It bears a berry that has a 
strong resemblance to a blackberry, bat it 
is not edible. 
It grows rapidly, and is an 
excellent climber. 
1 have seen hedges in 
Maui from fifteen to tw enty feet in hight 
of this plant. 
If you want show and orna­ 
mental hedges in Sacramento, I think it 
will prove just the thing—at all events, I 
shall send some of the seeds, and you can 
try them. 
I think that by protecting the 
plant from the frosts for one winter it will 
become acclimated and do well. 
It blos­ 
soms from the moment it makes its ap­ 
pearance, a tiny slip, above the ground. 
There are many varieties of convolvuli in 
the hills, one of which blooms only at 
night. 
Trained in a trellis with morning- 
glories they would make a beautiful show­ 
ing.

I must tell you something 
of 
MY EXPERIENCE ON MAUI. 
I went up to the Spreckels 
camp on 
the 5th of July. 
It was noon, and the 
men were at dinner. 
As I walked amoug 
them I saw one familiar face—a gentle­ 
man whom I met in Healdsburg in 1879. 
He recognized me at once, and expressed 
surprise at seeiug me. 
He had been work­ 
ing for Spreckels for thirteen months. 
He 
introduced me to a one-time Sacramentan, 
who had been an engineer on the C. P. 
His name is Queen. 
When he first came 
here, two years ago, he got a position as 
engineer of the little train that runs from 
Wailuku to Kahului. The present engineer 
of the little railway is a man named 
Parker, who used to run on the Central at 
\ \ innemucca. 
A t the camp, one small 
tent, scarcely large enough to accommodate 
two men with any degree of comfort, was 
allotted to every four men. 
There were 
about sixty-five men working on the flume, 
not counting shovelers 
and teamsters, 
but only about twenty of 
these were 
mechanics ; 
the 
rest 
were 
handy-men 
and roustabouts—a 
drinking, gambling, 
swearing set of ruffians. 
Each man was 
given a redwood bunk, two feet wide, as 
furniture. Wre furnished our own bed ling, 
which consisted of a straw tick and a 
blanket. At 4:30 A. M. a gong was sounded 
to awaken us. 
Then, about fifteen min­ 
utes later, another gong to summon ns to 
breakfast—meat cooked on the top of a 
stove with rancid grease, often brought to 
the table dripping with blood, or else 
charred and exuding the sickeuing odor of 
burned flesh ; sour beaus ; potatoes cooked 
with the skins on, but without being first 
washed ; an apology for bread that none 
could eat, and biscuit that no one would 
dare 
to ; 
the 
whole 
winding 
up 
by a bitter cupful of chicory. 
Then, 
after 
stowing that 
indigestible 
mass 
under 
our 
vests, 
we 
started 
for the ecene of our day’s labor, one and 
one-half miles distant, through tbs sand 
hills. 
We commenced work at 6 a. m. 
The trade winds have a clpar sweep across 
the country from Kahului to the southern 
coast of the island. The sand which forms 
these hills is washed up by the tides, and 
the winds, whioh blow with great velocity 
over that part of the island, sweep it from 
the beach and pile it in huge drifts, which 
keep constantly moving toward the ocean 
on the south coast. 
Indeed, I knew ons 
of these sand hills to shift its base 


OVER THIRTY FEET 
In one week under the actiou of winds, and 
often after the sleepers for the flume were 
laid, they were covered w ith several feet 
of sand before the bottom boards could be 
cut and nailed down. 
Many days it was 
impossible to see a man ten feet distant be­ 
cause of the sand-storms. 
Of course tho 
men could not keep in extra health n o jer 
such conditions, our eyes audlunir” became 
affectf-d-. >nd many of the men returned to 
San Francisco disgusted with their ex­ 
perience of life on the islands. 
At uoon 
our dinner was brought to us in large 
tin pails, but often so full of saud as 
to be extremely unpalatable. 
At 5 o’clock 
p. 
M. 
the 
foreman 
called 
‘ poi,’ and 
we commenced our tramp toward camp, 
tired of lifting the heavy redwood planks 
(for they were green, 1G feet long, 12 
inches wide and 1! inches thick, and every 
one of them would tax all the strength a 
strong man could muster to manage it), of 
the long hours, of the sand and the weary 
walk over the hills. 
After our evening 
meal, which was similar to our morning 
bill of fare, with the exception that tea 
was substituted for chicory, we sought our 
sleeping apartments, to o much fatigued to 
read or write, even if the conditions had 
been favorable for thought or reflection. 
And those tents, reeking with the nauseating 
odors of vile whisky and worse tobacco, 
miDgled with the sickening smell of per­ 
spiration, and the 
several well-defined 
stinks from dirty clothing, the whole hav­ 
ing an added power of disgust to sensitive 
olfactories from the heated condition of 
tha atmosphere within. 
The place was 
also alive with flees, mosquitoes, bedbugs, 
ants and cockroaches, with an occasional 
centipede as visitor extraordinary. 
And 
the evening conversations after the tallow 
candles 
were 
lighted—how 
elevating ! 
how inspiring ! wbat depth of thought 
and flights of fancy !—bar-room anecdotes, 
vile jests and vulgar talcs heard in broth­ 
els. 
I think sometimes that if some of us 
who so misuse the golden gift of speech 
could be struck dumb, and only regain the 
power of communicating with our fellows 
after a year’s probation, we would use our 
tongues to better purpose. 
At last, after 
two weeks of purgatorial existence I was 
fortunately enabled to change my quarters 
and move into a small tent occupied 
by my 
Scotch 
friend, Mr. Rose, and 
his namesake and coubíd, David. 
The 
chaDge was an agreeable one, for they 
were well read, did not drink, and only 
one used the pipe. 
Up to the time I first 
wrote you I enjoyed good health on the 
place, but a few days after I was taken 
sick with a fever, accompanied by stomachic 
cramps. 
ONE OF THE FOREMEN, 
M. E. Ryan, who formerly worked for the 
Central Pacific Railroad and was after­ 
wards proprietor of the Oakland Planina 
Mills—a gentleman to whom I shall eve* 
be grateful for his kindness to me—minis­ 
tered for my ailment from his medicine 
chest; but I got do relief, and so quit and 
started for Honolulu to seek medical ad-i 
vice. 
Mauy other workmen suffered from, 
the same complaint and suffered greatly, 
for the cramps were especially painful and 
soon settled into dysentery. 
Several of 
the men left the job and took the first boat 
back to California. 
* 
* 
* 
In Honolulu 
I recovered my health, and took the posi­ 
tion 
of 
wood-turner 
in 
a 
planing 
mill at $4 
per day. 
They did not 
want me to leave Maui, and told me I 
could have work there whenever I wanted it. 
I made many friends while there among 
the better class of meD,with whom I parted 
with real regret. 
Indeed I find that there 
exists a sort of universal brotherhood of 
intelligence, a Freemason of Thought, that 
gives the members of the Order a ticket of 
leave to a select circle of the intellectual 
few. 
I do not claim personal merit—I 
merely advance the idea that the votaries 
at the shrine of intelligence everywhere 
command the

pleasantly situated—have a circle of de­ 
sirable acquaintances, a steady job at good 
pay. and the foreman does not come near 
me from Monday morning to Saturday 
night, save to give me such work as is re­ 
quired. 
I like the place very well, but 
would not remain here permanently if I 
could have the whole little kingdom,” 


REP AIK TING THE CAPITOL 
DOME. 


The work of repainting the great white 
dome of the Capitol, which has been in 
progress several months nnder the imme­ 
diate personal supervision of Signor Phil- 
lippo Contigini, the well-known Italian 
artist and frescclst, is offering daily attrac­ 
tions to hundreds of people, not a few of 
whom are visitors from every section of 
the country. 
The men actually employed 
upon the outside of the dome are twelve 
in number. They are W ashington painters, 
men of more than ordinary daring in their 
profession, who are not afraid to risk their 
lives for fancy prices, and that is what the 
Government pays for all its work. 
The 
dangers to which these men are daily sub­ 
ject would no doubt freeze the blood in 
the veins of their loving spouses and canse 
their hair to stand dizzily on end, bat, for­ 
tunately for the good dames, they are told 
nothing about these things. 
They only 
hear about the wages. 
I t is a mistake to 
Bay, as some adventurous correspondents 
have done in years gone Ly, that the air 
around the upper part of the dome is in a 
freezing condition as oompared with that 
of the air on the ground below. 
Of course 
at even this elevation there is a delightful 
profaaeness of breeze, crisp cool air, and 
all that sort of thing, but on a clear day in 
this autumn weather the workmen wield 
their brushes in their shirt sleeves, and 
even this does not keep them from a pro­ 
fuse perspiration. 
It may seem incredible, but it is a fact 
nevertheless, that to repaint the outside of 
the dome requires fifteen tons of pure white 
lead. 
This amount of material, under 
ordinary circumstances, would be sufficient 
to paint every house on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue from the Capitol to the Treasury 
building. Common white paint wonld wash 
oil the roof of the dome in the first rain 
that came along, and trickle down in big 
streams, leaving the dirt as palpable as be­ 
fore. The work of repainting would not be 
rendered so often necessary were it not for 
the fact that the dome is so constructed 
that the vertical joints, or ribs of tho 
walls, which are of iron, as is the entire 
structure, do not come in actual contact 
with each other, thereby allowing the rain 
to get in and rust. 
Were they joined 
the grand old dome wonld assume each 
day, under the inflvsnce c f th e ~weatEe?p- 
new and horribly fantastic shapes, and 
some unusually cold morning wonld find it 
crushed like an egg-shell into a thousand 
fragments. 
The painters on the roof of 
the dome resemble nothing so much as tiny 
flies, and the rope-ladders stretching down 
from the top in every direction like hair­ 
lines, remind one of delicate streaks of 
molasses, which these flies are working for 
all they are worth. 
To reach the bottom 
of the dome it is necessary te lie prostrate 
and climb down these ladders, a proceed­ 
ing which is not of itself peculiarly diffi­ 
cult, but beeomes bo when he who descends 
has a dizzy hand, an unsteady nerve, and 
is incumbered with too many paint-pots 
and several bu shes. 
Fortunately no acci­ 
dents have as y et occurred, although a sin­ 
gle misstep or<1 he giving way of a siender 
piece of ropa would send the nnlucky 
painter rolling down the steeply-carving 
roof and off into—well, eternity. 
The most wonderful thiDgabout the Cap­ 
itol dome, howB"er, it yet to be told. 
It ia 
said that thers was a statue in ancient 
Egypt, called Moinon, which whispered 
Bweet words of melody to the son as he ap­ 
peared above the horizon, and sung him to 
sleep every night with wild, weird lallabies. 
Tne grand, haughty Goddess of Liberty on 
top of tbs dome has a heart of bronze, but 
a good heart for all that, and one filled 
with truo old Virginia courtesy. 
She has

Some Glimpses of Life There—W ages— 
Labor—T rials—Island P lants, 
—The H aul Express. 


llalph Turner, a young mechanic well 
known in this city, is at present in the 
Sandwich Islands, where he went in June 
last. 
He is an intelligently observant 
man, and from letters to friends here ex­ 
tracts have been made that form interest­ 
ing reading matter, though not written 
with any idea that they would find their 
way into print. 
In a letter from Wailuku Maui, written 
August 23d, he gives a graphic description 
of the voyage out and the scenery on the 
Hawaiian coast and in Kahulni Bay, where 
the vessel 
anchored, a brig belonging 
to Spreckels, 
the great 
sugar specu- 
ator of San Francisco : 
“ There is a little 
wharf that runs about 200 feet out into the 
bay, a long warehouse, two storehouses 
built of corrugated iron, for storing sugar 
owned by Spreckels, two restaurants run 
by Chinamen, and a dozen or more houses. 
This is Kahului. 
A little narrow-gauge 
railroad connects Spreckeleville, four miles 
distant, with Wailuku, nine miles away. 
Two pocket edit ons of locomotives, made 
by the Baldwin Company, bring the cars, 
loaded with sugar, from the mills to the 
warehouses. 
There are three lohala trees 
at Kahului—a kind of palm, with a wood 
that resembles 
the 
cocoa—bearing a 
soft, 
spongy 
fruit 
about 
as 
large 
as a canteloupe, but it is not eatable, and 
these are the only trees at the place. 
Was 
I disappointed with this first glimpse of 
the Sandwich Islands? N o; not exactly, 
for I was prepared to make due allowance 
for the exaggerations of travelers. 
Still I 
thought of Wordsworth’s experience, ‘and 
this is Yarrow? this the stream,’ etc. 


ALL TH E W ATER 
Used at Kahului is brought from Wailuku 
in iron tanks, that being the nearest point 
where fresh water is found. Mr. Spreckels 
was boring an artesian well at Kahulni, but 
at a depth of 150 feet the drills were found 
to be in coral, and the work was abandoned. 
On 
landing 
we 
were 
required 
to 
pay 
§2 
per 
capita 
for 
hospital 
dues.” 
Turner 
rested 
a few days 
on board the brig as the guest of its 
Captain, a compliment he thoroughly ap­ 
preciated, and agreed with the Spreckels 
Superintendent to go to work on the Oth of 
July. 
“ On the 4th of July there was to be a 
grand celebration of the anniversary of 
American independence at Waikapu, a lit­ 
tle village six miles southeast of Kahului, 
consisting of horse-racing, athletic sports, 
and a grand final dance by the natives— 
the ‘hulahula.’ Everybody was going, the 
Captain, first mate and half of the crew of 
the brig John D. Spreekels, the foreign and 
native residents of Kahului, ditto from all 
the villages on the West Maui. 
Would I 
go? Of course, and the train took me 
also. 
It was 
to leave at 9 
A. 
M ., 
and was composed of a dozen min­ 
iature fiat cars coupled to a locomo­ 
tive that looked like a child’s plaything. 
A few rough benches were placed length­ 
wise on the cars. 
This constituted the 
Maui express, and is owned by a Captain 
Hoborn. 
It was to convey U3—pleasure 
seekers—to Wailuku at a royal per head. 
It was a motley gathering that crowded 
upon the cars that morning in July. There 
were 
Kanakas. South 
Sea 
Islanders, 
Chinese, haii-whites, negroes, and wcites 
from Irelaud to the antipodes. 
They were 
clad iu every conceivable style of dress, 
and of every *shade and color. 


TH ER E W ERE PRETTY GIRLS, 
Half-whites, with the cunningest of feet, 
and they dangled them over the Bides of 
the cars, iu order to give other people a 
chance to sit down. It was a free and easy 
crowd. 
The waheenes have a penchant for 
the ‘howles’ (whites). After~W»iting for 
nearly two hours usder a cloudless sky, 


tram started. 
I fiad secured a seat ou the 
flat car next to the locomotive, but it was 
a mistake for which I was soon sorry, as 
the grease and soot from the engine was 
showered upon all on that car. 
Next to 
me sat a pretty little woman, wife of the 
Collector of the Customs, with a flaxen­ 
haired babe on her lap. Both were dressed 
iu light fabrics, and before the train had 
gone 100 yards they were streaked with 
black grease from the cylinders of the loco­ 
motive, and the baby’s face was besmirched 
so that it looked like a Comanche papoose 
in war paint. 
There is a little grade on 
the railroad about half way between Ka- 
hulni and Wailukn, and when we reached 
it the engine came to a standstill, and we 
were told it was not able to pull the train 
any farther. 
Accordingly all but three of 
the ears were uncoupled, and as the brake- 
men had thoughtfully boarded the front 
section of the train, the uncoupled cars 
started toward Kahului, and at a much 
greater rate of speed than that they had 
when coming from there. 
Then ensued a 
scene that would have 


DELIGHTED A HOGARTH, 
The passengers on the runaway cars, dis­ 
covering that they were going in the wrong 
direction, commenced taking flying leaps 
in the air. There were fleeting though 
entrancing visions of shapely ankles and 
graceful limbs, some of nature’s own dusky 
brown, some encased in particolored stock­ 
ings—old and young, men and women, 
whites and blacks, all rolling and tumbling 
down the hillside, and reaching the foot of 
the grade in au indiscriminate mass of 
struggling humanity, and extricating them­ 
selves as best they could, and starting on a 
run for the train, enlivening the way en 
route with choice and original impreca­ 
tions. 
Our part of tho train in the 
meanwhile was traveling toward Wailuku 
with the 
angry excursionists iu full 
pursuit. 
One 
old 
Kanaka 
woman, 
while leaning over the side of the car en­ 
couraging a young female who was making 
kangaroo leaps to catch the fleeing care, 
lost her balance and toppled backward, to 
the ruin of her bonnet and head gear, for 
as she alighted on the wrong end, she 
‘equashed’ her finery so effectually as to 
utterly obliterate all hope of restoration. 
When she picked herself up, however, she 
did not notice that her bonnet remained on 
the ground where she struck in her fall, 
but bareheaded, dishevelled, dusty and 
mad, she began to trot after the train, 
which she reached just as the young wom­ 
an had succeeded in clambering upon a car 
and landing in a Chinaman’s lap. 
As she 
did so, she called the old lady's attention 
to the absence of her bonnet, whereupon 
that ancient fema’u clapped her hand to 
her head, and with imprecations that ex­ 
pressed whole volumes of wrath, she 
began to retrace her steps. 
She secured 
her headgear and regained the train, after 
a lively chase, just as we came in Bight of 
our place of destination. 
Tnis is but one 
of many amusing incidents of the trip, that 
were numerous enough to fill a goodly vol­ 
ume. 
The depot at Wailuku is a rough 
board shed, with a raised freight platform. 
The first thing that attracted my attention 
was a sign with letters of all contrasting 
proportions, ‘ Hale Inuku By Sing Hah.’ 
1 had learned a few words of Kanaka from 
the Captain of the brig on the voyage out, 
and so I made for the tea and coffee house, 
and got a cup of tea and some coffee cakes 
for one royal—a copper coin issued by the 
owner of the railway and passing current 
on the island for 12$ cents. 
This brief 
sketch may give you some faint idea of the 
people and means of transportation. 
As 
to Wailuku and the celebration, it would 
hardly prove interesting to speak. 
I pre­ 
ferred to take a stroll in a canyon near by, 
it looked so cool and inviting, and in half 
an hour I was eating mangoes and ba­ 
nanas with a Portuguese who owns a 
few taro patches beside the Wailuku 
river. 
I passed the afternoon at his place. 
In the evening I returned to Wailuku, and 
secured as good a meal of a Chinaman, who 
has a restaurant there, for 25 cents as I 
could get in California for $1. 
The next 
day I gave up my quarters on the brig, as 
I was to report to a Mr. Dolan, who was 
superintending the construction of a flume 
to convey water from Waihu, a little town 
in the East Maui, to Spreckel’s plantation, 
•even miles distant. 
I was to receive S3 
per day and board and lodging. 
I went to 
work there, and have had good health, and 
thus far have not regretted the ventare, 
thongh there are a thousand things to con­ 
tend with in this semi-barbarous land one 
never meets with in a fully civilized com­ 
munity.” 
On the 24th of September Mr. Turner 
writes from Honolulu, and says : “ There 
is a scarcity of skilled labor on these 
islands, and a plenitude of work, and there 
is likely to be for some tima to oome. 
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Wages range from S4 to S4 50 per day in 
this city, and on the plantations S3 per day 
and found. 


ON TH E PLANTATIONS 
On Hawaii they pay S3 50 and found. 
A 
man who understands the business and is 
steady can procure steady employment 
without difficulty. 
* 
* 
* There are 
many beautiful vines and flowers here that 
I think will grow in California, and be­ 
fore spring I will send you seeds of 
several 
varieties. 
There 
is a 
most 
beautiful vine, or shrub (for under different 
conditions it assumes both forms), that is 
here grown for hedges. 
The flowers that 
it bears are parti colored—red, blue, white 
and orange. 
It bears a berry that has a 
strong resemblance to a blackberry, but it 
is not edible. 
It grows rapidly, aud is an 
excellent climber. 
I have seen hedges in 
Maui from fifteen to twenty feet in hight 
of thia plant. 
If you want show and orna­ 
mental hedges in Sacramento, I think it 
will prove just the thing—at all events, I 
shall send some of the seeds, and you can 
try them. 
I think that by protecting the 
plant from the frosts for one winter it will 
become acclimated and do well. 
It blos­ 
soms from the moment it makes its ap­ 
pearance, a tiny slip, above the ground. 
There are many varieties of convolvuli in 
the hills, one of which blooms only at 
night. 
Trained in a trellis with morning- 
glories they would make a beautiful show­ 
ing.

MY EX PER IEN C E ON M AUI. 
I went up to the Spreckels 
camp on 
the 5th of July. 
It was noou, and the 
men were at dinner. 
As I walked amoug 
them I saw one familiar face—a gentle­ 
man whom I met in Healdsburg in 1S79. 
He recognized me at once, and expressed 
surprise at seeing me. 
Ha had been work­ 
ing for Spreckels for thirteen months. He 
introduced me to a one-time Sacramentan, 
who had been an engineer on the C. P. 
His name is Queen. 
When he first came 
here, two years ago, he got a position aB 
engineer of the little train that runs from 
Wailuku to Kahului. The present engineér 
of the little railway is a man named 
Parker, who used to run on the Central at 
tV iunemucca. 
At the camp, one small 
tent, scarcely large enough to accommodate 
two men with any degree of comfort, was 
allotted to every four meD. 
There were 
about sixty-five men working on the flume, 
not counting shovelers and teamsters, 
but only about twenty of these were 
mechanics ; the rest were handy-men 
and roustabouts—a drinking, gambling, 
swearing set of rnffians. 
Each man was 
given a redwood bunk, two feet wide, as 
turniture. We furnished our owu bed ling, 
which consisted of a straw tick and a 
blanket. At 4 :3 0 a . m. a gODg was sounded 
to awaken us. 
Then, about fifteen min­ 
utes later, another gong to summon ub to 
breakfast—meat cooked on the top of a 
stove with rancid grease, often brought to 
the table dripping with blood, or else 
charred and exuding the sickening odor of 
burned flesh ; Bour beans ; potatoes cooked 
with the skins on, but without being first 
washed ; an apology for bread that none 
could eat, and biscuit that no one would 
dare 
to ; 
the 
whole 
winding 
up 
by a bitter cupful of chicory. 
Then, 
after stowing that 
indigestible 
mass 
under 
our 
vests, 
we 
started 
for the scene of our day’s labor, one and 
one-half miles distant, through the >i.nd 
hills. 
We commenced work at 6 A. m. 
The trade winds have a cigar sweep across 
the country from Kahului to the southern 
coast of the island. The sand which forms 
these hills is washed up by the tides¿ and 
the winds, whioh blow with great velpoity 
over that part of the island, sweep it from 
the beach and pile it in huge drifts, which 
keep constantly moving toward the ocean 
oa the south coast. 
Indeed, I knew one 
of these sand hills to shift its base

In one week nnder the action of winds, and 
often after the sleepers for the flume were 
laid, they were covered with several feet 
of sand before the bottom boards couli be 
cut and nailed down. 
Many days it was 
impossible to see a man tea feet distant be­ 
cause of the sand-storms. 
Of course thfj 
men could not keep iu extra health a-)jer 
such conditions, our eves and lnniro 
affectsá~?nd many of the men, r<.turnt.d to 
San Fran€¿sco disgusted wijh their ex­ 
perience of Tifr-wa. the isl-rá^. 
At noon 
our diuuer was brought to us iu large 
tin pails, but often so full of sand as 
to be extremely unpalatable. At 5 o’clock 
p. 
M. the foreman 
called 
‘ poi,* and 
we cotnmonced our tramp toward camp, 
tired of lifting the heavy rtdwood pianks 
(for they were green, 1C feet long, 12 
inches wide and 1$ inches tlick, and every 
one of them would tax all the streagth a 
strong man could muster to manage it), of 
the long hours, of the sand and the weary 
walk over the hills. 
After our evening 
meal, which was similar hi our morning 
bill of fare, with the exception that tea 
was substituted for chicory, we sought our 
sleeping apartments, too much fatigued to 
read or write, even if the conditions had 
been favorable for thought or reflection. 
And those teats, reeking with the nauseating 
odors of vile whisky and worse tobacco, 
mingled with the sickening smell of per­ 
spiration, and the several well-defined 
stinks from dirty clothing, the whole hav­ 
ing an added power of disgnst to sensitive 
olfactories from the heated condition of 
tha atmosphere within. 
The place was 
also alive with flees, mosquitoes, bedbugs, 
ants and cockroaches, with an occasional 
centipede as visitor extraordinary. 
And 
the evening conversations after the tallow 
candles 
were 
lighted—how elevating ! 
how inspiring ! what depth of thought 
aud flights of fancy !—bar-room anecdotes, 
vile jests and vulgar talcs heard in broth­ 
els. 
I think sometimes that if some of us 
who so misuse the golden gift of speech 
could be struck dumb, and only regain the 
power of communicating with our fellows 
after a year's probation, we would use our 
tougues to better purpose. 
At last, after 
two weeks of purgatorial existence I was 
fortunately enabled to change my quarters 
and move into a small tent occupied 
by my Scotch friend, Mr. Rose, and 
his namesake and cousin, David. The 
change was an agreeable one, for they 
were well read, did not drink, and only 
one used the pipe. 
Up to the time I first 
wrote you I enjoyed good health on the 
place, but a few days after I was taken 
sick with a fever, accompanied by stomachic 
cramps. 
ONE OF TH E FOREM EN, 
M. E. Ryan, who formerly worked for the 
Central Pacific Railroad and was after­ 
wards proprietor of the Oakland Planing 
Mills—a gentleman to whom I shall ever 
be grateful for his kindness to me—minis­ 
tered for my ailment from his medicine 
chest; but I got no relief, and so quit aud 
started for Honolulu to seek medical ad­ 
vice. 
Many other workmen suffered from 
the same complaint and suffered greatly, 
for tho cramps were especially painful and 
soon settled into dysentery. 
Several of 
the men left the job and took the first boat 
back to California. 
* * * In Honolulu 
I recovered my health, aud took the posi­ 
tion 
of 
wood-turner 
in 
a 
plating 
mill at §4 per day. 
They did ' not 
want me to leave Maui, and told Míe I 
could have work Ujere whenever I want# I it. 
I made many friends while there aa.ong 
the better class of men, with whom I parted 
with real regret. 
Indeed I find that ¿here 
exists a sort of universal brotherboftl of 
intelligence, a Freemason of Thought, that 
gives the members of the Order a tietost of 
leave to a select circle of the ¡ntellértual 
few. 
I do not claim personal mor t—I 
merely advance the idea that the votaries 
at the shrine of intelligence everyw here 
command the

And that spite Pope’s admonitory fines, 
' A little learning’ is not detrimental. 
I 
succeeded in obtaining a cool, pleasant room 
in a house on the extreme north wait end

Altogether I am very 
pleasantly sitnated—have a circle: of de­ 
sirable acquaintances, a steady job at good 
pay. and the foreman does not com j near 
me from Monday morning to Saturday 
night, save to give me such work at is re­ 
quired. 
I like the place very w*il, but

REPAINTING THE CAPITOL 
DOME, 


The work of repainting the great white 
dome of the Capitol, which haa been in 
progress several months under the imme­ 
diate personal supervision of Signor Phil- 
lippo Contigini, tho well-known Italian 
artist and frescoist, is offering daily attrac­ 
tions to hundreds of people, not a few of 
whom are visitors from every section of 
the country. The men actually employed 
upon the outside of the dome are twelve 
in number. They are Washington painters, 
men of more than ordinary daring in their 
profession, who are not afraid to risk their 
lives for fancy prices, and that is what the 
Government pays for all its work. 
The 
dangers to which these men are daily sub­ 
ject would no doubt freeze the blood in 
the veins of their loving spouses and canse 
their hair to stand dizzily on end, but, for­ 
tunately for the good dames, they are told 
nothing about these things. 
They only 
hear about the wages. 
It is a mistake to 
say, as some adventurous correspondents 
have done in years gone Ly, that the air 
around the upper part of the dome is in a 
freezing condition as compared with that 
of the air on the ground below. 
Of course 
at even this elevation there is a delightful 
profnseness of breeze, crisp cool air, and 
all that sort of thing, but on a clear day in 
this autumn weather the workmen wield 
their brushes in their shirt sleeves, and 
even this does not keep them from a pro­ 
fuse perspiration. 
It may seem incredible, bat it is a fact 
nevertheless, that to repaint the outside of 
the dome requires fifteen tons of pure white 
lead. 
Thia amount of material, under 
ordinary circumstances, would be sufficient 
to paint every house on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue from the;’ Capitol to the Treasury 
building. Com A m white paint wonld wash 
off the roof of -he dome in the first rain 
that came along, and trickle down in big 
streams, leaving the dirt as palpable as be­ 
fore. The work of repainting wonld not be 
rendered so ofttn necessary were it not for 
the fact that tk i dome is so constructed 
that the vertí ral joints, or riba of the 
walls, which ais of iron, as is the entire 
structure, do net come in actaal contact 
with each other, thereby allowing the rain 
to get in and rust. 
Were they joined 
the grand old dome wonld assume each 
day, under th# influence of the^wéatEeíp- 
new and honibly fantastic shapes, and 
some unusuallg cold morning would find it 
crushed like an egg shell into a thousand 
fragments. 
T1 e painters on the roof of 
the dome reset ible nothing so much as tiny 
flies, and the rope-ladders stretching down 
from the top #i every direction like hair­ 
lines, remind one of delicate streaks of 
molasses, whioa these flies are working for 
all they are worth. 
To reach the bottom 
of the dome it is necessary to lie prostrate 
and climb down these ladders, a proceed­ 
ing which is not of itself peculiarly diffi­ 
cult, but becdiues so when he who descends 
has a dizzy hwtd, an unsteady nerve, and 
is incumbered with too many paint-pots 
and several b> ashes. 
Fortunately no acci­ 
dents have a> yet occurred, although a sin­ 
gle misstep o| the giving way of a slender 
piece of rojx would send the unlucky 
painter rolli#,; down the steeply-curving 
roof and off into—well, eternity. 
The most wonderful thing about the Cap­ 
itol dome, however, it yet to be told. 
It is 
said that there was a statue in ancient 
Egypt, called Momon, which whispered 
sweet words of melody to the sun as he ap­ 
peared above the horizon, and sung him to 
sleep every night with wild, weird lullabies. 
The grand, haughty Goddess of Liberty on 
top of tha dome has a heart of bronze, but 
a good heart for all that, and one filled 
with truo old Virginia courtesy. 
She has 
not yet picked up enough courage to at­ 
tempt to do the prima donna act, but 
every morning the good dame courtesies to 
the sun, and when he sinks in the west she 
again courtesies, but without 
turning 
arouvu.

To remove the paint from the dome it is 
necessary to use potash. 
This is applied 
with a mop. 
In closing it may be re­ 
marked that it is in contemplation to re­ 
move the copper roof over the Con­ 
gressional Library, owing to its cracked, 
fissured condition. 
The cost of repainting 
the outside of the dome is estimated at 
?6,000. 
This is for paint and labor. 
And 
while the dome is putting on snowy robes 
without, Co8tigini is within weaving his 
wonderful frescoes.—[Washington Post.

Nor are we aware th at he has 
at any tim e retracted these declarations, 
or repented of them.

And upon this

nounced and repudiated are expected to 
come forward enthusiastically, and support 
him and accept him.

W itness the infamons Morey letter forgery, 
which was sprung upon the country on the 
very eve of election, and at a time when it 
was impossible to deal with it properly. It 
may also be regarded as certain that the 
charges against candidates which appear 
towards the close of the campaign in 
journals which have been conspicuous for 
their bitterness during the canvass, are 
spurious.

BEECHER’S B.ISTERING SARCASM. 


Henry W ard Beecher’s letter to the 
Traveller, in answer to his critics, is full of 
the most cutting irony, and must cause the 
theologians who have been attacking him 
to realize that he has by no means lost his 
controversial powers. 
He brings out in a 
moat stingiDg manner 
the 
discordance 
which exists between the many denomina­ 
tions. 
He Bays, very meekly, that he is 
going to put together the fragments of him­ 
self which remain, and he proceeds : “ When 
“ I get my new personal identity together 
“ and in working shape, I intend to study 
“ theology somewhere, though in my pres- 
“ ent confusion I cannot yet see whether I 
“ shall study at Andover or at Boston.” 
And he concludes, “ but wherever I may 
“ go I am determined to find betore I die a 
“ theology which will pass muster at 
“ Bangor, at Andover, at Cambridge, at 
"N e w Haven, a t Princeton, at Alleghany, 
“ at Oberlin, at Chicago, and at Park 
“ street. Then I shall willingly die.” 
If 
Mr. Beecher could have a lease of life co­ 
extensive with his search for this wonder­ 
ful theology, he would be immortal ; for no 
such quest will ever be crowned with suc­ 
cess. 
The value of the criticisms which 
have been showered upon him of late, 
however, may be gathered from a consider- 
tion of the utter failure of his critics to 
find a common point of agreement. 
If 
they disapprove of hia views they are no 
less at odds with one another. 
For the 
moment they may have ceased their strife 
among themselves in order to assail one 
whom they seem to regard as a general 
enemy, perhaps because he is too liberal 
and farsighted for any of their narrow and 
hidebound positions. But there is no more 
possibility f of their ultimate union than 
there is of their haimony 
with Mr. 
Beecher. 
He has laid his finger on the 
fatal defect of their attitude, however, and 
he has given all of them a back-handed 
blow which has very nearly settled them. 
A t all events they will find it very hard to 
resume their carping criticism of the Ply­ 
mouth Church pastor after this letter, and 
the probability is that they will be led by 
it into a more bitter renewal of the old 
qaarrels between themselves.,

A t present, therefore, nothing is 
sought but destruction. 
Dynamite is the 
creed of the new party. 
Public institu­ 
tions and men are to be blown up. 
Rulers 
are to be assassinated. 
No m atter what 
anarchy leads to. 
Anarchy for the sake of 
anarchy is the new principle. 
Of course 
if this movement is in earnest it era only 
be dealt with one way, and it is to be 
hoped that the French Government will be 
firm enough to handle the half-crazy mis­ 
creants so as to extinguish their abominable 
scheme while it is yet in embryo. 


WINDOM ON THE TARIFF.

W hy must we not, if free 
trade is proved to be the wiser policy ? 
The melancholy fact is that we have been 
“ tinkering with the tariff” for five and 
tw enty years, only to the aggrandizement 
of a few manufacturers, and to the great 
and serious injury of the country generally. 
W e have “ tinkered” with it until we 
have killed onr merchant marine and our 
foreign trade, and built a Chinese wall 
round ourselves. 
It it time that this 
tinkering was abandonee 
but when it íb 
abandoned the country wi 
raquestionably 
move toward the princip, 
>f free trade. 
And if the Republicans do no. want to be 
left behind they will have to take up that 
issue and make it their own. 


THE CRUISE OF THE CORWIN. 


During the recent cruise of the Corwin 
she found an Eaquimaux village in and 
abont which over one hundred corpses were 
lying. 
All these poor creatures had died 
of starvation, in consequence of the failure 
of the walrus hunting. And though this may 
look like a special disaster, the fact is 
that the natives of the frozen north are 
constantly exposed to just such a frightful 
fate, and that probably no year passes 
without bringing death by starvation to 
scores of them. 
They have but little p ro v 
idence. 
Their 
stores 
of walrus 
and 
whale blubber, seal and seal oil, are small 
and quickly consumed. 
They are often 
reduced to subsist upon boiled hides for 
weeks together. 
W hen they make a anc- 
ceasful hunt they gorge themselves with 
food. 
But they are almost entirely de­ 
pendent upon the walrus, whale and seal, 
and if these fail them they are liable to be 
starved to death in a very short time. 
This no doabt is a principal reason why 
the northern tribes increase so slowly or 
not at all.

DOM ESTIC NEW S. 


T h e Tariff Commission—Report of the 
Stenographer. 
W a sh ik g t o n, October 29th.—The steno­ 
graphic report cf the statements made before 
the Tatifi Commission is about completed, 
and it is expected that within a week it will 
be in type and ready for distribution by the 
Government Printing Office. 
Under the 
law creating the Commission, it was made the 
duty of the Pnblic Printer to distribute copies 
of the testimony to Senators and Representa­ 
tives just as fast as printed. The Commission 
traveled abont 7,000 miles, held public ses­ 
sions about seventy days, and heard state 
nients of between 500 and 000 persons. 
The 
printed record will fill about 2,000 pages, 
and the recommendation of 
the 
Com­ 
mission will not be known until cfficially 
communicated to Congress at the open­ 
ing _ of 
the 
next 
session. 
In 
the 
opinion of persons who had unusually good 
opportunities for judging of the sentiment of 
the Commission, no radical or important 
changes in the existing tariff will be recom­ 
mended. 
The abandonment of compound 
duties and ad valorem rates combined w ilt 
f pacific rates will be recommended. It is also 
probable that important changes in Custom­ 
house regulations as to clearance and consular 
invoice duties will be suggested. No change 
will be recommended in the duties on china- 
ware. The reiuipo-i.ion of the duty on 
quinine, as persisleutly nrged on tie part of 
manufacturers of chemical., will not be ad­ 
vised. The duly on raw wool will remain as 
at present. The action of the Convention of 
persocs engaged in the iron and steel business 
in favor of increased rates of duties on iron 
and steel, in their vrrious stages, will hardly 
be indorred by the Commission. 
The general 
result of the report of ths Commission will 
be in favor of making the least possible num­ 
ber of changes.

S HOOT fNG -STARS. 


The appearance of comets and shooting- 
stars announced to the ancients and to our 
ancestors the death of eome great person­ 
age or eome woe, and the chronicles are full 
of notices of such phenomena. 
The no­ 
tices are, in fact, occasionally so numerous 
as to be suspicious, for, as Lubienietz re­ 
marks in his “ Cometography,” when an 
event of such a kind happened, it was 
thought there must have been a comet 
about the time, and so it was put down ; 
and an amusing picture has been made of 
the perplexity of a cometographer who 
could not find any comet for seventeen 
years, portentous of the events that were 
to happen during that period. 
The Chi­ 
nese records are more trustw orthy, for 
their observers were constantly at" their 
posts, 
and 
formed 
a 
regularly 
and 
scientifically organized body. 
The docu­ 
ments recording the 
observations were 
specially preserved ; for the Chinese, from 
a time many centuries before the Christian 
era, attributed to the different stellar 
groups a direct influence on the differeut 
provinces of their country. 
As shooting 
stars may be seen at almost any time, it 
was to be expected th at a great number of 
notices of the phenomena must have been 
recorded during the fo-ty centuries of 
which we have a literature of some kind. 
Plutarch, in his biography of Lvsander, 
makes a near approach to the modern ex­ 
planation of the origin of these bodies, say­ 
ing : ‘ Some philosophers believe that the 
shooting stars are not detached parts of the 
ether which go out in the air soon after 
they have been inflamed, that they no 
more originate in the combustion of the air 
which is dissolved in great quantity in the 
upper 
regions, 
but 
that 
they 
are 
rather 
falling 
celestial 
bodies.” 
The 
general opinion is that shooting stars are 
bodies of small dimensions that circulate, 
under the influence of attraction, among 
the planets in the same way as the planets 
themselves. 
When they cross our atmos­ 
phere, the friction develops heat enough to 
consume them, most frequently before they 
reach our soil. 
The mean hight at which 
t ie meteors become luminous exceeds, how­ 
ever, the estimated hight of our atmos­ 
phere. 
Poisson has, therefore, suggested 
that, as they could hardly have become in­ 
flamed from friction at such a hight, an 
atmosphere of neutral electricity may exist 
considerably beyond the mass of the air 
which is subject to the earth’s attraction, 
and is disturbed by the entrance of the 
meteors, so that they become electrified 
and incandescent. 
Any theory to account 
fully for the origin of shcoting-stars must 
explain the periodic swarms. 
For this rea­ 
son the theory of ejectment from lunar vol­ 
canoes must fail, even were it not other­ 
wise shown to be baseless. 


A French savant, M. Regnard, has been 
trying the effect of a blood diet upon three 
motherless lambs. 
The blood was fed to 
them in the form of a dry powder, and 
they thrived wonderfully upon it. 
They 
not only grew very rapidly, but their wool 
doubled in thickness, and their general 
condition became all that could be desired. 
M, Regnard is now repeating the experi­ 
ment npon several calves.

any, the blood diet has had npon the na-

The bills making these several ap­ 
propriations require the closest kind of 
watching, and sometimes shrewd engineer­ 
ing, to secure their passage. 
All this 
money will be distributed among the tax­ 
payers and laborers of Sacramento county. 
Grove L 
Johnson is exactly the man, 
above all others, that our people will need 
in the Senate to attend to these various 
interests. 
Nor is this all, by any means. 
Under the census of 1S80, and by numer­ 
ical ratio, Sacramento county is not really 
entitled to two Senators, but our varied 
business interests and commercial impor­ 
tance do entitle us to that number.

There dan be no doubt th at pupils who 
learn abstraot truth* through the medium 
of gesture, which can but describe the in­ 
effable by meanB of the visible—the infinite 
by things circumscribed— often obtain very 
confused ideas on such subjects.

The great iron roof was 
crushed like an egg-shell, and rattled about 
with

deafening noise in 
the 
gae1, 
which was blowing at the time. 
One large 
piece of the accumulator was hurled inward, 
aud struck neat the pump engine, going 
through tbe floor near the engine. 
A mo­ 
ment after the explosion the people living in 
the vicinity ran in crowds to the works, 
which appeared a t first sight to be totally de­ 
molished.

The S tar K onte Scandals. 
W ashington, 
October 
28th.—Tlie star 
Fuute scandals now seem likely to break out 
in a new place. According to the latest story, 
tteveral officers and clerks in the departm ent 
of justice are to be discharged for revealing 
the secrets of the prosecution to the defense. 
{Several persons are said to be impl’cated in 
this business. 
During the investigation and 
trial of the cases it was noticed th at the de 
fense had im portant information as early as 
the Government itself, and this led to an ex­ 
am ination which, it is said, disclosed the fact 
th a t the clerks were betraying the depart­ 
m ent’s secrets. 
The scandal involves some 
<iuite prominent officers at the departm ent. 
Foreman Dickson, of the star route jury, 
was arrested this morning, arraigned in the 
Circuit Court, and gave bonds in 85,000 to 
appesr. 
The counsel for Dickson asked for 
an early trial, and Judge Ssell said be would 
take the cases ir. ordsr, beginning with that 
against Paine, on Tuesday next. 
During a 
colloquy between counsel, Sm ith, for Dick­ 
son, commented in rather severe terms upon 
Bowen’s absence, to which Governor W ells 
replied, if his client wanted him he had but 
to swear out a w airant against him in P hila­ 
delphia ; th at the statutes provided for such 
cases.

F a l l R iveb (Mass.), October 28th.—This 
evening a fire wss discovered in the picker- 
house of the F lint Mill.

lower story of the picker-house, and spread 
like lightning along the belt to the upper 
story. 
I t was a magnificent structure of 
granite, five stories high, and constructed and 
1 quipped at a cost of $800,000. 
The picker- 
house was also of granite, three stories high. 
M ost of the workmen had gone home nearly 
an hour before. 
In fifteen minntes the lower 
story of the main mill was burning fiercely, 
the flames issuing from the roof end every 
floor of the mill on the side next the picker- 
house. 
Fifteen minutes later every piece of 
fire apparatus in the city was put in service. 
D irectly opposite the burning mill was the 
- _ 
W ampanai.g Aliii, another massive granite 
structure, 150 feet away. A strong northwest 
west wind blew a cloud of burning cinders 
straight against it, and it seemed at one time 
as if this also was doomed, and word wa- 
telegraphed to New Bedford, Tannton and 
Newport for assistance. 
Meanwhile the fire 
raging in the F lin t Mill kept gaining headway 
in spite of the efforts to check it, and goon the 
entire sonth end of the mill was bnrning, the 
floors began to fall, and the walls fell in. 
Then the wind changed to the east, and the 
fire leaped from every window, and the entire 
structure was in a blazj. 
The wind carried 
the blazing cloud of sparks a distance of 
nearly a quarter of a mile. 
The flames were 
leaping fully fifty feet in the air, and the en­ 
tire mill was a seething furnace, against 
which streams of water were of no avail. The 
W ampanoag was saved with only slight dam­ 
age, as also the tenement houses, the nearest 
of which was less than 200 feet from the 
burning mill. 
The heat was so intense that 
the walls of the houses 1,000 feet away were 
heated and the paint blistered and cracked. 
Burning masses of cinders fell on roofs at 
considerable distances. A t last the north end 
of the mill fell in, and the granite blockB 
were hurled over 100 feet. 
The entire rooi 
and every floor had then fallen, and at nine 
o’clock only fragments of the walls of the 
mafn mill were standing. The total lose—in­ 
cluding the mill, machinery and goods in|pro- 
cess of manufacture— will i>e near $1,000,000, 
certainly not less than 8800,000.

LEGAL ¡PROCEDURE IN EGYPT. 


Two incidents illustrating native legal 
procedure in E gypt arc given 
by corre­ 
spondents of th e English newspapers at 
Alexandria. 
The correspondent of the 
D aily Telegntph says : 
“ I t is only a few 
days since I had reason to protest against 
th e torture which was being practiced 
here by th e Egyptian courts-m artial in 
order to ex to rt evidence or confessions. 
I 
regret to say th a t despite the presence of 
th e English in Alexandria, these deplora­ 
ble incidents still continue. 
R ecently at 
th e Governor’s house screams were heard 
by an English officer, who was transacting 
some business in one of the rooms there. 
He entered an adjoining apartm ent and 
found an old man under the thum bscrew, 
w rithing in agony. 
A young Egyptian 
officer smiled his welcome to the English­ 
man, and in order to show his zeal, called 
up the prisoner, who came to him believ­ 
ing he was about to be relieved from his 
awful agony. 
U nhappily, 
he was pro- 
fonndly m istaken, far the Egyptian official 
at once laid hold of his beard, shook him 
brutally, seized .h is m aim ed hands and 
viciously 
gave 
th e 
thum bscrew some 
further turns. My inform ant left the place 
feeling sick w ith disgust, and not only he, 
but every one who knows of this incident 
feels th a t while English intiuence is pre­ 
dom inant here these revolting practices 
ought to be stopped.” 
The other incident is Darrated by a cor­ 
respondent of the Morning Advertiser. 
He 
says th at while driving through the city he 
accidentally ran down an A rab. 
A crowd 
assembled and an A rab seized the horse’s 
head. 
Some soldiers arrived and the A rab 
was arrested and taken for trial before an 
Egyptian m ilitary Court, presided over by 
Osman Pasha, form erly M inister of W ar, 
w ith eight Colonels and some Captains. 
“ The poor w retch, under the custody- of 
British soldieis, 
was 
handcuffed 
and 
brought into the room. 
As soon as he saw 
as he fell upon his knees and extended his 
manacled arm s beseechingly, 
while the 
tears rolled down upon the ugly black face, 
whose coarser lines were almost softened 
by the agony of supplication. 
The charge 
was then read. 
To our surprise, we found 
th a t the soldiers had reported th at we were 
seized and dragged from onr carriage. 
The 
prisoner heard the charge w ith obvions hor­ 
ror. 
W hoever may have taken ns from our 
carriage, this much was certain th a t this 
man had not done so. 
The Court had cof­ 
fee three tim es and cigarettes ad lib. d u r­ 
ing the tim e the trial was going on. 
The 
testim ony was taken in a languid sort of 
way. 
Finally it was over, and the Court 
came w ith the witnesses into an adjoining 
room, 
where more coffee and cigarettes 
were had. 
Then they asked if we would 
be satisfied to have the man shot. 
One 
conld not ask more and we did not w ant as 
much, and suggested flogging. 
So four 
dozen were ordered and fifteen years of 
hard labor im posed.”
